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Cincinnati, Fob. 7 —The mystery sur- 
roonding the findiiiK of tho bo<ly of a 
yoQQg woman, evidently mnrderod, and 
with tti* hMd cnt off, near Fort 
Thomas, Kj., • few milei from this 
citj, laat Satordaj, hai bMB folred and 
her murderers have been arrested. One 
is held as principal uf the diabolical 
crime, another as his atromplico and a 
third on suspicion of having guilty 
knowledge of its oommiaaion. 

The aula toqMot is Scott Jaokson, a 
ttadsnt in dental nrgtirj from Ghreen- 
OMttoi Ind. ; his supposed accomplice is 
WilliM& Wood of Greencastlo, Ind., 
a fHend of his. who watt arrestrtil at 
Sonth Bend, Ind., und the third in 
Alonzo Walling, another dental student 
who has been rooming with Jackson. 

The young woman whose headless 
. trunk lies in a Newport undortakiiit? 
establishment has boon idon titled as 
Pearl Bryan, the duuKhtor of a stoi k- 
raiser and dairyman at Ureeuca«tle, 
lad. Up to Wednesday, when they 
were thrilled with honor by the awf nl 
inteUigence of how their daughter mi^t 
deftih. Mr. and Airs. Bryan believed 
her to be in this city, iu the fall enjoy- 
ment of health, spendiof • ptowiint 
▼Isit with friends. . 

Detectives were sent to Oreencastle to 
obtain what information they could lia- 
ble to lead to the identity of the mnr- 
dered girl. Tlio only and main rlew 
they had was the stamp* of Louis & 
Hays, the shoe dealers, in the shoes 
worn b7 the murdered girl. They took 
all of the apparel worn by the girl, even 
inclnding the small articles of under- 
wear, with them for identification. 

Their success was beyond their most 
sanguine exocctatiuiis. They not only 
succeeded in having all of the clothes 
identified beyond doubt by the mother 
of the mnrdered girl and others, bat by 
some shrewd work, in an incredibly 
short space of time, learned everything 
about her antecedents that could possi- 
bly be discovered who would be inter- 
ested In her removal. 

The detectives learned that Scott 
Jackson is said to have betrayed the 
girl last September, while he was in the 
office of Dentist Gillespi at Greenoastlo. 
He came to Cincinnati early in October 
and is said to have written letters to 
William Wood, a relation of the girl, 
telling of arrangements he had mads to 
have a otiaiinal operation performed on 
her in this city, and it is presumed that 
she came here for tliat purpose. Jack- 
son, Wood unil Mi.-tj Bryan moved in 
the best society iu (Jreoncaatle. 

The only thing remaining after this 
was to follow the movements of the par- 
ties under suspicion, locate them and 
cause their arrest. The good work of 
the detectives and Sheriff Plnmmer in 
accomplishing this ponMsa resulted in 
a speeij ^i|mhensioii of all thrs* par- 
ties. 

Jackson was first arrested in this dty 
and put through the usual course of 
questioning. He aeknuwledged that he 
knew the girl and had called on her at 
her home in Ureencastle, Imt denied 
having seen her iu this city. 

Al<mao 3)7alling, Jackson's roommate, 
was then arrested and after being ques- 
tioned made a confession. Walling 
said that on Jan. S9 Pearl Br^ came 
onrttaa Oreencastle. She was taken 
to the Indiana House and retristered. be- 
ing assigned to Room 114. Jackson and 
Walling met that day at Fonrth and 
Race streets and they discussed tiie ad- 
visability of performing an operation 
- on the ^I. wood was said to have 
been the cause of the girl being in a 
delicate condition. They discussed the 
matter of an abortion on several occas- 
ions, but failed to arrive at a decision. 

On Friday night, so WaUins con- 
fessed, Jackson went out and did not 
return until midnight. On Saturday 
Walling called Jackson's attention to 
the reports of the murder, and asked 
him: "What does this mean ?" Jat;ksoii 
hesitat<'d. staniniered, and then replied 
in a rather siiaking voice: "Oh, they 
can't lin<l her head, so there is no means 
i)f ulerititii iilinii. " When tlie matter of 
thf slioes was nicritioniHl to Jackson, he 
said: "U— n tluise sliofs*. Thoy luay 
cause trouble." 

On M(JiHlay and Tui'sday, when mat- 
ters at file ( ireeiicaslli' I'lui of the mys- 
tery became ilinimer. Jackson appeared 
til be more ((uicr, and said: "llMT're 
getting oti rlie track all right." 

\V«*<ines(lu y, when there was renewed 
inttrcsl in the ( ii^'vncaslle sloiy, Jack- 
son swore at tlio clDihcs and the slioes, 
und remarked tliat the otticeis were get- 
ting close III home in tlieir (liscovehes 
aii<l tliat thev (the clothes and shoes J 
were leading H> the tdntiaoatlon of tiM 
woman. 

Jackson wlu'U confronted with this 
evidence of his guilt imule a p^irtial vxm- 
fendon, but tried to throw the crime 
onto Walling. Jackson said that he 
knew alxjut the girl coming to the city 
on the 2i)th. He knew Walling had 
seen her, and that he ( Walling) was t ) 

Erform a criminal operation. He 
lew Walling had met her, that tho 
abortion iw4 ll^ performed. • lie 



charged thai WalUng* eonunitted the 
crime under which she died. 

Jaokson made his confession by small 
installments. He Is stiU obstinate, and 
made the statements beonse he saw the 
clouds of evidence gathering around 
him. Not a word of tho details of the 
oriiM has he yet spoken. While he ad* 
mits that the girl was murdered, he 
maintains flut a third person commit* 
ted the crime. 

Walling then prepared a statement in 
which he said that Scott Jackson had 
told him about his trouble witii Pearl 
Bryan, and in which he said William 
Wood was also interested. Jaolnon 
never referred to anything ezoept the 
proposed abortion until Pearl Bryan 
came to this city Jan. 30. Then he 
talked about the serious condition, and 
consulted with druggists and fellow stu- 
dents about the best drugs with which 
to kill. Jackson got drunk a ulght or 
liro after Pearl came here, and told his 
roommate that hf» projxised to get away 
with her. He h.ad several plan* which 
he outlined. One was to take li^^r t^) a 
room and kill her with drugs aud leave 
hnr as if she had suicided. Another 
plan was to kill her with the drug, cut 
up the body and drop it in vaults, unless 
he got a good opportunity to cremate it 
at the furnace in the dental college. 
His third plan was with acids, which 
Walling explained at length. 

Walling denied that he was with 
Jackson and Pearl Bryan in the cab last 
Friday night before the murder was 
committed. A colored porter and a 
barkeeper who saw tlie hack drive away 
from their saloon testified tliat Walling 
got in the hack witii them. Walling 
insisted that the last time he haw Pearl 
Bryan was last Wednesday night, but 
that he did see Jackson on Thursday 
and Friday nights and that Jackson 
went to th^ir room and put on part of 
Wallin;;'s clothes iu order to throw sus- 
picion and i^lame tnm himself on to 
his roommate. 

In Juckso'i s statement he accounted 
for the blood on his clothes by saying 
tiiat Walling had gone to their room 
and pat on hia clotlies before going out 
to commit the murder. 

Wa!ua||.''ays that Jackson told him 
on TitOMe:. ni((ht he intended to drive 
overionr Thiimuswith the girl and 
get liii ilVr aid that he did so on Fri- 
day nit^^i* 

Dni-liig tho time that Walling made 
his confession, Scott Jackson was pres- 
ent aud heard it all and denied every- 
thing as his roommate proceeded with 
the story. Thev called each other liars 
and were with oifflculty prevented from 
creating disturbance. Meantime a 
large crowd surrounded the place and 
both the men expressed their apprehen- 
sion for their safety. They are not 
anxious to be taken to Newport, Ky., 
for trial, but as soon as the preliminary 
examination is cleared up requisition 
papers will be issued and the prisoners 
will be turned over to Sheriff Plummer 
of Newport, Ky., just oppo.sito this 
city. The feeling, however, is as strong 
on this side of the river as it is on the 
Kentucky side against the men who are 
believed to bt^ guilty of the most brutal 
murder that iias ever been committed 
111 tliis loc.dity. 

Jacks!)irs valise was found in a saloon 
just oppositi' the city hall. It was hor- 
riJily besmeared witli dried blood. 
Kuj^el, the salooiikci'iicr. said that Jaok- 
son left it there Friday lUf^ht.

William Wuiwi was brought here last 
iii^ht from Soutli Bend, Ind. Wood is 
11 If yet of age, blight looking, with 
llorui face cleanly shaved, light hair and 
liiiely dre.s.scd. His conversation showed 
huu to Ih* more advanced in the ways of 
the w orld tiiaii usual at the age of 21 . 
Ho was accompanied by his father. Kev. 
D. M. WofMi, pre.sidiug elder of the 
Methodist cluucli in the district where 
he resides at tirefiicastle, Ind.; Rev. A. 
A. Gee. pastor of the Methodist church 
at South Bend, Ind.; A, N. Grant, at< 
torney of Indianapolis, who is the OOUl' 
sel of Wood, aud A. R. Colbum, a lum 
her merchant of Michigan City, who 
came to go on tho bond of young Wood 
Although a warrant had been issued 
charging Wood with aiding aadahat- 
ting an abortion, yet he was hdd on 
suspicion without bond, 

Wood was examined at length. The 
prisoner said this was the flisi tine he 
ever visited Oinoinnati and insisted that 
he had new been here to oonfer with 
Jackson, Walling or anyone else. He 
said he had never been outside of Indi- 
ana except for one trip to Chicago. Ho 
was questioned very closely about the 
letters from him that had been oaptun I 
with the affects of Scott Jaclnon In the 
latter's room. Those lettm are very 
obscene and rsAr ipi*HknHr to t)ie 
profKised abortiiOB on Pmh Bryan. 
Woo<l said he was » distant rslatire of 
the girl and was doing everything iu 
power to help hide her condition 
and get her out of trouble. In these 
letters Wood referred to matters which 
till) officers considered as implicating 
him in the tragedy, but he denied all 
knowledge of anything that was ever 
propostnl except the abortion. In these 
letters Scott Jackson told Wood that 
Walling, his roommate, hail a friend 
who was an expert ( heiuist and vsUu 
would take charge of tho operation. It 
turns out that Jackson was referring 
too himself, so Wood and Walling 
claim, as the expert chemist as well as 
the surgeon. 

There i.'< no <loul)t that Jackson was" 
the principal, and that William Wood, 
arrcvtcd at South Hend, Ind., is deeply 
implicated. Abundant letters from 
Wcmd til .lacksoM hoar out this part of 
.lai lv.xin's ( iiiifc.i.sioii. Nearly all of 
Wood's letters are about girls, and some 
of them are grossly mdecout. 

Coroner Tingley of Newport thinks 
that the girl undoubtedly died while

THIRTtlN LIVES LOST. 

Workmen HorlMI Into «a Icy River ky 
tho OellapM off • Bride*. 

New Bbitain, Conn., Feb. 7.— A 
bridge on the New England railroad 

over the Peqnebuck river near Biistul, 
collapsed about 0 o'clock last night, 
carrying with it 20 workmen, of wUch 
i:i are believed to have perished. Among 
the dead is John O'Brion, fbreman, of 
Kast Hartford. The nanus of the 
ing are unknown. 

The fierce storm whii h SWt| 
state yesterday afternoon played havoc 
w ith New England railroad bridges and 
the swollen waters of the Pequebuck 
river threatened to oarry the bridge 
away. At 6 o'clock a special wreokiag 
train with 40 men left Bast Hartford 
and were put to work on the new bridge 
which the company is building over the 
river and which is almost completed 
it was Intondsd to put the new bridge 
in shape at once so that trains could 
cross the river. The old bridge was de 
clared unsafe and 20 workmen weio pot 
to woik on each bridge. 

About 5 o'clock one of the foremen, 
John Barry, called the 20 men on the 
old structure toward the center to assist 
in tearing up the ties which were want- 
ed for the other bridge. Tho weight of 
the men was too great for tlie bridge and 
hardly without a moment's warning it 
collapsed with a loud noi.se, precipitat- 
ing 16 or 17 of the men into the raging 
waters of the river. Three or f(mr were 
caught by falling timbers and seriously 
injured. Three managed to cling to 
fragments of the bridge and were res- 
cued by a number of their comrades, 
who ru.shed over from the new bridge 
as soon us they learned the extent of the 
dis;uster. 

The tottering condition of the remain- 
ing portions of the old bridge rendered 
the work of reaclmifr the men impossi- 
ble and had a lioaf Imen available 
nnthiuf,' could have held it against the 
mad ru.s}i of the waters. The unfor- 
tunate men in the water attempted to 
seize sticks and portions uf the abuf- 
nieuts which had hmken loose, but not 
more than livf or si.v were successful 
The others were carried down stream 
and w ere quickly lost to right in the 
darkness. ^ 

Two men were able to swim ashore, 
but fell exhausted as soon as they 
reached land. John Barry, foreman in 
charge of the old bridge, wa.s extricated 
from the mass of wreckage and debris 
which collected where the bridge gave 
way, and was found to be badly wound- 
ed. He and the other rescued men 
were taken to a farm house near by and 
cared for. Tho foreman was unable to 
give the name of tho men who ware on 
the bridge with him at the time. 

As soon as the raiUoad officials were 
notified of the collapse a special train 
was sent ont fkmn East Hartford with 
two surgeons and another gang of 
wreckers. A ghag of 60 men rigged 
impromptu rafts and soows and began a 
search for the bodies. Othtrs were sent 
down both sides of the river to see if 
anyone had been fortunate enough to 
reach the shore. No more bodies were 
found and it was the general opinion 
that the men had no chance of reaobing 
the shore alive. 

Most of the men live in Hartford and 
East Hartford and nearly all have fam- 
ilies.

Oompariion of Bates Charged at Au- 
fwta and Hlffginiport— Too 
High in Kentneky.

The question of fire insurance rates 
is exercisinR the business men of Ken- 
tucky. For two days paat the firat meet- 
ing of the Fire Insurance Relief Aeaoeia- 
tion has been in session here. 

They claim that the rates in Kentneky 
are from 40 to 100 per cent, higher than 
in New York, Peniisvlvania, Ohio, Indi- 
ana and Illinois. They make a compar- 
iaon of ratee in Augusta, Ey., and HIk- 
jtinsport, O., jilacps directlv across the 
river from one another. In H iffKinsport 
the rate on brick dwellings with metal 
roofs is thirty cents per $100, wliile in 
Augusta the rate is seventy-five cents. 
The rate on frame, shingle-roof (l\vellinj,'8 
is forty cente in Higginaport, and in Au- 
gusta it is fl.26. The Aetna Insurance 
Company has two policies on exactly 
aimllar property, that in Augusta being 
aeventy-flve ceota, wtiile in Higginsport 
it it only fifty cents. Many aimilar caees 
are presented. 

The total losses in WM show a ratio of 
lose to the premiums paid in Kentucky 
of 60.9 ; in Ohio it is 63.1 : in Indiana (il.3, 
in Illinois 57.8, in New York .").2. Basing 
the estimate on the ratio of losses, the 
insurance premiums paid in Kentucky, 
amounting to $'.',702,747, is about 40 per 
cent, too high ; in other words the people 
of Kentucky have pidd about $1,000,000 
more than they ought to have paid. The 
Catlettaburg Chamber of Commerce has 
started the agitation for relief. It re- 
cently conatrocted water works and got 
a retiuction in rates, but pretty soon 
rates were adTanced, until they are 
Itigher than ever. And now, while Au- 
gusta has water-woriu and HigginH))ort 
baa none the inaurance rates an> higher 
in the Kentucky dty than in the less 
protected city right across the river in 
Ohio.
